Philadelphia, Sept 4.— The thirty- 
third annual encampment of the Orand 

Army is on here. The veterans have 
reached this city aiui found the people 
with outstretched hands. 

Admiral Sampson, with bis fieet of 
fighting ships, arrived, find tliia event 
marked the beginning Of the week'a 
celebration. 

The city Is crowded with strangers, 
while the Incoming traiaa from all di- 
rectioaa are bringing thousands upon 
tbouaands to help swell the throng. 
The route of the veterans' parade, 
which takes place on Tiiesiiay, is one 
solid blase of color and light Not a 
building but has its front encaaed in 
the red, white and blue. The Avenue 
of Fame Is the most magnificent piece 
of decoration ever attempted in this 
city. There are two classes of col- 
umna. The larger and Aore ornate 
are about 60 feet in height and are 
placed at the street corners. The 
smallfer columns, about 25 feet high, 
stand on each side of Broad street be- 
tween the larger colnmna. 

Tbt columns are connected by fee- 
toons of bunting and laurel, and strings 
of incandescent lamps give a brilliant 
effect at night The north and south 
fronts of the City ball will be illumi- 
nated by maaaive electric light pieces 
its entire length, representing the G. 
A. R. badge. Rows of incandescent 
lights extend from the top of Penn's 
statue, &5 feet above the street level, 
to the roof and around the atruetnre, 
giving the effect of an Imiunae column 
of brilliant light 

Camp Sexton, near Belmont, in Fair- 
mount park, contains 1,600 tents. It is 
intended to aocommodate thoae posu 
of the Grand Army which prefer to 
camp out rather than be quartered in 
balls, armories or private houses. The 
tents will shelter 10,000 veterans. 

The big. parade on Tuesday will be 
in la divisions. Post Na 1, from Rock- 
ford, Ills., the oldest post in the Grand 
Army, will head the line. As the vet- 
erans pass around the City hall ihey 
will be reviewed by President McKln- 
ley, who is eifteeted to arrive here 
Monday night, accompanied by Secre- 
taries Root and Gage and Postmaster 
General Gage. There Will be over 42,000 
men in line. 

A question of abaorhing interest to 
Grand Army veteraaa which will be 
decided during the encampment, is the 
i IfH tion of commander-in-chief* and 
other officers. Two candidates promi- 
nent in the field are Albert Shaw of 
Joe Spratt post Watertown, N. Y., and 
Judge Leo Raasteur of St. Louis. "Pri 
vate" James L. Dalzell of Company H 
One Hundred and Sixteenth Ohio, is 
also a candidate. Others urged by their 
friends are Colonel W. C. Johnson of 
Cincinnati, acting oommander-in-ehirt, 
and Brigadier General Charlfa Miller 
of Venango, Pa. 

The naval veterans enjoyed the dls- 
ttbcUon of giving the first Street parade 
during the eaoaaiPlaaat Thalra took 
plac^ Monday aYtcrnoon and was a 
unique feature of the demonstration. 
The old salts who fought under Farra- 
gut tramped shoulder to shoulder with 
the younger vetarahh Of the Spanish- 
American war. 

Next Friday the navsJ parade will 
take place. Admiral Sampson's fleet 
will be anchored in the Delaware river 
appoaite the elty, and a long line of 
veaaela will paaa around the fighting 
ahips. President McKlnley aad cabi- 
net officers will review the warships 
from the revenue cutter Qresham. 
Members of the commission of the im- 
perial Russian navy, stationed here, 
anperlntending the building of a bat- 
tleship, and a cruiser wiU participate 
In the naval pageant. 

Elaborate preparations have been 
made fo^ the entertainment of Presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKlnley. The front 
rooms of an entire floor have been set 
apart for their accommodation at the 
Hotel Walton, and nothing has been 
left undone that will add to their com- 
fort 



Sioux City, la., Sept. 4.— St. Joseph's 
Catholic church, a $76,000 structure, 
waa dadieated Sunday with moat Im- 
preaalve ceremonies.

A DA MHft ACT ACK 

Made on the Stronxhold of Bandits by 
American Soldiers. 
Washington, Sept. 4.--Oeneral Otis 

cabled the war department a dispat(h 
which he received from General 
Hughes, commanding the American 
forces at Hollo. 

General Hughes said: "Lieutenant 
(telonel Byrne on Auguet 81 dcetroyed 
Argogula, most Important bandit 
stronghold, killing 21, wounding many, 
capturing large quantitlea of supplies, 
complete outfit reloading shells, bolos, 
spears, etc. Feat remarkable as town 
Is asacssible only by a road on and 
almost perpendicular slope, constantly 
under fire for 1,000 feet; one ofllcer 
sad two men struck by boulders rolled 
down on them, but not seriously hurt; 
no caaualtiaa reported. Bandit 
strength 400." 

Killed the German. 
Charleaton, S. C, Sept 4.— The Brit- 
ish steamer Woodruff arrived from 
Hamburg. On Aug. 31 250 miles south 
of Charleatra. .the Woodruff picked up 
Maurice Aderson and Ooodmund 
Thomasen, survivors of the Norwegian 
bark Drot, wrecked Aug. 15 off the 
Florida coast. The Drot was bound 
from Pascagoula to Buenoi Ayres. An- 
derson is a raving maniac and bis 
companin is shockingly mutilated 
from bites of the crazed man. The 
captain of the Drot and seven seamen 
were swept overboard. The mate and 
seven other men put to sea on a raft. 
The raft parted soon after and the 
mate and one man were separated 
from the others. The mate's compan- 
ion was landed at Philadelphia by the 
German steamer Titania on Aug. 22. 
Ha^aUted that the mate committed 
suicide. Of the other six men three 
Jumped Into the sea. Anderson, Thom- 
asen and a German seaman drew lots 
as to which should be eaten as none 
of them had had a modthfiil aince they 
took to the raft The lot fell to the 
German. He waa killed and the blood 
was sucked' freas his velaa by tlm two 
survivors. 

Shots Bxohanged. 
Wllkeebarre. Pa.. Sept. 4.— John Pol- 
lock was shot and killed, William 
Thayer was aeriaoaly wounded aad 
about eight men were hurt in a fight 
between tbe strikers at the collieries 
in West Pittslon and a repair gang. 
During the night a lot of top rock fell 
in the mine and Watchman William 
Theyer got five men together to make 
repalra. As they reached the mine the 
strikers blocked their way and threw 
stones. The men ran to the "bead- 
house " for shelter, whereupon the 
strikers opened fire upon them. Thayer 
fall badly waonded. The othera re- 
turned tbe fire, killing John Pollock, 
one of tbe strikers. About 600 men 
arc involved. They are Striking 
against excessive docliuge. 

To Remove Sulcllerf). 
Washington, Sept 4.— The war de- 
partment is making every effort to se- 
cure the removal of the two batterlea 
of artillery garrisoned at Keywest but 
has so far been unable to do so be- 
cause of the strict quarantine drawn 
by tbe Florida state ofllclals. Surgeon 
Wyman, of the marine hospital serv- 
ice, haa undertaken to secure the re- 
moval of tbe troops. If he succeeds 
the aoldiers will be taken directly from 
the wharf at Tampa on board tbe 
train to Atlanta and placed at Fort 
McPherson. Otherwise the war de- 
partment will be obliged to send a gov- 
ernment transport to Keyweat and 
bring tbe men north. 

Notified of the Strike. 
Washington, Sept. 4. — The Cramp 
Shipbuilding company of Philadelphia 
haa glTen formal notice to the navy de- 
pgrtaaant of tbe strike now occurring 
in their yards. This is in accordance 
with tbe contract fur the building of 
tbe battleships Maine ^ai Alabanu, 
which provides heavy penUtiaa if the 
sbipa are qot turned over to the gov- 
ernment on time, but proviso makes 
the penalties applicable only when 
delay "shall not be caoaed by a strike 
or stand out of workmen."

Atlanta, Ga., Sept 4.— A local paper 
pnbllahaa a sensational atory from ita 

special correspondent, who has re- 
cently been in North Carolina to study 
tbe campaign commenced there by the 
White people, both Democrats and Ba- 
publleans, to disfranchise 100,000 hegro 
voters in that state. 

The article says: "North Carolina' 
has Just entered upon one of tbe moat 
eventful campaigns in her history. It 
is a death atrugglh between the Anglo- 
Saxon and the American, and when the 
smoke of battle will have cleared the 
state, the political and social suprem- 
acy of the white man of North Caro- 
lina for the time and for all time 
will either be absolute and uncondi- 
tional, or else negro domination will 
again immerse the atata into ignominy 
and disgrace. 

"This campaign Is waged on a pro- 
posed suffrage amendment to the con- 
stitution, submitted to the people by 
the last legislature. It was designed 
for tbe single purpose of eliminating 
the negro as a political factor and It la 
a nouble fact that the| educational 
qualifications enjoined on the negro la 
not expected of the white man. It Is 
not intended that an Anglo-Saxon shall 
be disqualified. 

"Every person of eligible age. who 
appllea for registration, far Inataaea, 
must be able to read and write any 
section of the federal constitution. 

"Under this clause 100.000 incompe- 
tent negro voters in North Carolina 
will be forever barred from the polla.. 
But the ignorant white voters— and 
there are perhaps thousands of them— 
can enter through another gate. 

"Section five provides that any lineal 
descendant of any voter in this coun- 
try, prior to 1867. shall be enUUed to 
vote whether he can read or not. 

"It is more than a political flght; it 
is a fight in defense of home and de- 
cency. It is a constitutional decree 
that tbe Anglo-Saxon shall govern 
this state. On this platform the De- 
mocracy stands. The Republicans have 
challenged this amendment for party 
protection. The issue has been Joined. 
For 30 years it has been dodged, 
evaded, beclouded. It la to the point 
now. It is the crucial test between 
southern Republicanism and southern 
Democracy." 

Work of a Mob. 
Santo Domingo, Sept. 4. — Members 
of the retiring cabinet of Former Pres- 
ident Figuereo have been detected 
loading a lot of arms and ammunition 
on board schooners, which they intend- 
ed to send to Azua. This discovery 
caused great excitement in the city and 
led to serious demonstrations. Large 
crowds quickly formed In the atraeta, 
a majority nelng young hot-headed 
men who marched up and- down the 
thoroughfares In disorderly mobs, 
shouting "Viva Jiminez" and "Viva 
Revolution" at the top of their voices. 
A great throng flnal)y gathered around 
the . governor's palaec. angrily de- 
manding that the ministers should at 
once relinquish all their powers. The 
mob then broke into tbe palace and 
deatroyad a painting of the late Pres- 
ld«at Hawaatm hanging in one of t^a 
rooi 



Will Bend No Warship. 
Waahlngton, Sept. 4.— The staU de- 
partment has decided that It is not 
feasible or necessary to send a war- 
ship to South Africa. Such a veaaal, 
it la aald. could get no nearer tha 
Tranavaal than Datagoa bay and aa 
this la Portuguese territory It would 
not be possible to send marines or 
sailors across the country even wero 
it desirable to do ao. Therefore tha 
department will raly entirely at thia 
stage upon the discretion of Mr. Mac 
Crum, consul at Pretoria for the pro- 
tection of American Intaraata Ig tha 
event of war.

T«o hundred millions of theae bonds 
were issued. The law provides that the 
proceeds of the sale of those bonds shall 
be used 'to defray expenditures author- 
ized on account of the existing war, 
such proceeds, when reeeived, to be used 
only for the purpose of meeting such 
war expenditures.' 

"It is announced that law officers of 
the Government hold that the 'insurrec- 
tion' in the Philippines is to all intents 
and purposes a part of the 'existing war,' 
and that the power to issue bonds still 
resides with the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

"Tliia is BtretchinK a point to a danger- 
ous tension. This is 'the same old war,' 
or an entirely new fight, according to th% 
exigencies of the Government. There 
was a treaty of peace with Spain, and the 
Government of the United States paid 
$'20,000,000 for the Philippines, with the 
privilege of capturing them if' it could. 
That closed our war with Spain, and we 
now have a Minister residing at Madrid, 
and Spain is peacefully represented at 
Washington. 

The wars are distinct. One was de- 
clared by Congress and closed up by a 
treaty of peace. The other was inaugu 
rated by the Executive department. 

"Should not wonder if the President 
would be compelled to allow Congreaa to 
fool with the situation."
